TIONS — Reductio n o f tax es 
is a po pular subject. 
Any 
po litician 
can 
get 
plenty o f attentiv e ears by 
talking abo ut cutting go v ern­ 
ment spending if he also say s 
it will result in lo wering 
tax es. 


Tax es are lumped to gether when 
we think abo ut them. 
They hav e at least two things in 
co mmo n; They take o ur mo ney and 
they are assessed against us to pay 
the co st o f running go v ernments. 
Bey o nd this there are many differ­ 
ences. Few instance, the bases fo r 
inco me tax , sales tax and pro perty 
tax hav e no thing in co mmo n. One is 
lev ied o n the basis o f what we earn, 
the seco nd o n the basis o f what we 
spend and the last o n the basis o f 
pro perty we o wn. 
There are o ther differences: The 
amo unt o f tax es we pay to federal 
and state go v ernments is deter­ 
mined by legislato rs. The amo unt 
we pay to suppo rt lo cal scho o ls, 
city and co unty go v ernments is de­ 
termined by the v o te o f indiv idual 
citizens. An ex ceptio n is that state 
law determines the minimum as­ 
sessments fo r so me lo cal serv ices. 
Fo r instance, if a lo cal scho o l dis­ 
trict runs buses, the bo ard o f edu­ 
catio n may lev y 2 cents per hundred 
do llars pro perty v aluatio n witho ut 
v o ter appro v al. 
These differences are Impo rtant. 
On the basis o f lev y ing tax es 
there is much dispute which metho d 
is the mo re fair to mo st tax pay ers 
Generally these arguments suppo rt 
the fo rm o f tax which will mo st bene­ 
fit the particular indiv idual. Fo r ex 
ample, many farmers fav o r a state 
Inco me tax because their tax able 
inco me wo uld require them to pay 
less tax than they pay o n perso nal 
and real pro perty under the present 
sy stem. 
Many argue the sales tax is o ne o f 
the mo st unfair tax es. They main 
tain it requires the mo st fro m tho se 
least able to pay . 
Whatev er arguments may rage 
abo ut the fo rm o f tax , changes will 
co me slo wly . 
The amo unt o f tax we pay pre­ 
sents a mo re pressing pro blem. The 
tax required is a direct reflectio n 
o f the co st o f go v ernment serv ice. 
The way to relief is to demand 
that o ur legislato rs wisely pare state 
and federal go v ernment ex penses to 
the bo ne. Co ngress and the Illino is 
General Assembly ho ld the purse 
strings to the state and natio nal 
treasuries. 
Ifs a tragic fact that we pay so 
little attentio n to the men we elect to 
legislativ e halls fo r they are the key 
to a reductio n in tax es o v er which 
we hav e no direct say -so . 
Ifs a further ex tensio n o f trag­ 
edy that we rise up in wrath, pro ­ 
testing against high tax es, and v o te 
against the impo sitio n (rf mo re lo ­ 
cal tax es. 
We are sy mpathetic with the har­ 
ried tax pay er, but we plead with 
y o u no t to strike do wn the wro ng 
ho rse. 
If we sho rt lo cal go v ernment serv ­ 
ices, we suffer. The quality o f o ur 
scho o ls dro ps; po lice and fire pro tec­ 
tio n beco me less efficient; city streets 
go unrepaired and a ho st o f o ther 
assumed serv ices rendered by the 
city will dismay us. In sho rt, we will 
no t hav e the kind o f to wn we really 
want to liv e in and will no t hav e the 
kind o f to wn to attract industrial 
plants. 
When we think o f high tax es, let’s 
no t o nly think o f when the nex t city 
o r scho o l referendum will be held 
so we can v o te against it. Let us, 
also , be as critical o f what the 
state and federal legislato rs co n­ 
sider necessary ex penses to be.

E v er wonder why we wear jewelry , and how it all started 
any way ? History tells u s that jewelry making-and-wearing

discov ered at an early date that wearing attractiv e pebbles 


and bits of shell arou nd their necks made them stand ou t 
in a crowd. It w asn’t too long after that, that v ariou s legends 


and su perstitions began to attach themslev es to certain 


v arieties of these stones. 


Later, jeweled ornaments became u sefu l in fastening wov en 
garm ents arou nd shou lders, and abou t that sam e time, 
fou nd a place in primitiv e barter sy stems. In middle ages, 


jewels were a u sefu l form of capital, honored in ev ery land, 


and v ery easily carried with one in time of peril.

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Fried Chickell Has Euro pe’s 
Co mmo n Market o il Griddle 


Many Americans co uldn't care less abo ut the hassle between 
French President Charles de Gaulle and British Prime Minister Haro ld 
Macmillan o v er Britain’s admissio n lo the Co mmo n Market. 
But there's o ne angle o f this that ev ery American has an interest 
in. It's ho w much .American fried chicken the Co mmo n Market co un* 
tries will eat and what the price will be. 
Ex po rt o f American po ultry meats to the six EEC—Euro pean 
Eco no mic Co mmunity —o r Co mmo n Market co untries has dro pped 
nearly 50 per cent in the last sear. 
It was o v er 20 millio n po unds a mo nth at the end o f 19 6 1, o nly 15 
millio n po unds a mo nth at the end o f 19 6 2—and headed do wnward. 
A principal reaso n fo r the dro p was a 25 per cent price increase. 
This was caused entirely by new Co mmo n Market trade restrictio ns in 
the fo nt) o f impo rt fees. 
Befo re the Co mmo n Market laid do wn its agricultural po licy last 
August. American po ultry —bro ilers, fo wl, fro zen and canned meats— 
co uld be landed in Euro pe at 31.4 cents a po und o n the av erage. The 
Germans lev ied a 4.5 cents a po und tariff o n that to pro tect do mestic 
po ultry raisers, bul the 35.9 cent price was co mpetitiv e with Euro pean 
who lesale prices. 
Ender the Co mmo n Market, the 4.5 cents duty has been dro pped, 
but fo ur additio nal impo rt fees hav e been added. 
These ex tras add up to 13.3 cents a po und. The price o f American 
po ultry deliv ered in Euro pe thus go es to 44.7 cents a po und av erage. 
This is far higher than EEC do mestic prices. U.S. po ultry men can't 
co mpete with it and their Euro pean market is fast disappearing. 
Tile U.S. go v ernment is kicking abo ut this, naturally . It wasn't 
mentio ned in the o fficial co mmunique, but when German Chancello r 
Ko nrad Adenauer was in Washingto n last fall, President Kennedy 
co mplained to him abo ut it. After a lo ng debate in the Bundestag, 
German impo rt fees were cut two cents a po und. 
Whether Adenauer and De Gaulle discussed this when they signed 
their histo ric treaty o f co -o peratio n also was no t mentio ned in their 
co mmunique. 
Other things are inv o lv ed, tho ugh chicken has beco me a sy mbo l 
in this battle. The Co mmo n Market has thro wn up restrictio ns o n U.S. 
wheat and wheat flo ur, feed grains, rice, to bacco and v egetable o ils. 
Co tto n, so y beans, hides and skins, tallo w, o il cake and meal are get­ 
ting a better break. 
France has restrictio ns against American apples, pears, prunes, 
citrus fruits, canned fruits and juices as well as many industrial 
pro ducts. 
« 
New U.S. “ trade czar,” fo rmer Secretary o f State Christian A. 
Hefter, has go ne to Euro pe as Kennedy ’s chief nego tiato r under the 
U.S. Trade Ex pansio n Act passed by the last Co ngress. One o f his 
principal jo bs will be to wo rk fo r remo v al o r lo wering o f all EEC 
trade restrictio ns. 
This is do ne by filing what are kno wn as Article 23 pro ceedings 
under the General Agreement o n Tariffs and Trade. 
The United States already has started such pro ceedings against 
France, West Germany and Belgium. Earlier pro ceedings against Italy 
resulted in withdrawal o f their fees. 
The new Trade Ex pansio n Act set a firm po licy in attacking re­ 
strictio ns against ex po rts o f bo th industrial and agricultural pro ducts. 
It pro v ides that the U.S. may take “ pro tectiv e actio n” by raising 
similar restrictio ns o n impo rts fro m co untries that discriminate 
against American ex po rts. 
In the case o f France, the United States might impo se impo rt fees 
o n such things as, well—French wines, go o se liv er and cheese. That 
wo uld create a real test o n who wo uld chicken o ut and be the first 
to cry “ Uncle Sam!”
